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The fuel lack was so marked in October 1946 that the synthetic 
gasolins plant was operated for some nine days because there was 
no reserve to supply plant vehicles. This section was then closed, 
but there are stiil five chanbers (Kammern) capable of gasoline 
production. Five chambers will remain for nitrogen production 
after the diamantling of the more modern installations in this 
section of the plant. Present raw material stocks would permit 
these five chambers to produce 300,000 tons of nitrogen, but it 
would be technically impossible to keep all five chambers working 
at the same time. 


Tae Leune-“erk was so constructed that the ¢ull Sa paciby 

of ite installations was never useds. Some of the plants were 
always laid up for repairs, substitution of equipment, etc. This 
situation was further complicated by the scarcity of high grade 
motel in Germany, necessitating the use cf poorer graties and the 
testing of possible substitutes in special laboratortes at Leuna. 
One of the chief technicians employed wau a Doctor Wyszomirski, who 
nas been sent to Russia. Cne of his assistants informed source that 
thera is no longer any reserve metal stock for the necessary steel 
and iron pipes, and other machine parts. 


There is also a shortage of expert persis onet. Technical construction 
of I.GoMarhen ln Central Germany, using experience of the Leuna~ 
Werks, was carried out by the UHDE group of engineers, These 
specialists worked on the decentralization of Leuna and the con« 
struction of several hydrogenation plants (at Magdeburg, Zeitz, 
Pieateritz, etc). All these UNDE people are said to have been de~ 
ported by the Russians. 


In 1928, Leuna employed 20,000 persons tn its fertiiizer preduction 
plants and some 2,000 in the sections handling coal liquifaction. 
At the pea: of Soviet dismantling operations, 30,000 persons were 
used. It is believed, however, that in the near future the ine 
stallation will not be able to support mere than 6-7,000 employses. 


Since the Russians regard any qualified worker as a specialist, 
and such specialists will be needed as soon as the dismentled 
Leuna installationa are set up in the USSR, it is believed that 
further deportations of personnel may eccur. Rumors to this effect 
are now circulating at Leune. 
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
